A GltJGAT TELEGRAPHIC FEAT. % 

One of the greatest feats in telegraphy 
upon record was accomplished last eve¬ 
ning. By courtesy oi' the officers of the 
several telegraph lines communication was 
secured between St. Louis aud Trenton 
via New Orleans, thus making a continu¬ 
ous line of over 2,500 miles, over which 
Col. Robert Stewart, who sat at an instru¬ 
ment in the Southern Hotel, St. Louis, 
conversed with Mr. Charles Curtis, his sec¬ 
retary, who sat in the Western Uuion office 
in this city.

After waiting an hour he asked St. Louis 
the time and was told 7.30. Difference of 
time had not occurred to Mr. C. After 
another half-hour’s waiting Mr. Curtis 
heard the Colonel ask the St. Louis main 
ullice if connections were all made, but be¬ 
fore the main office, only a few blocks dis¬ 
tant, could reply* Mr. Curtis, 2,500 miles 
away, broke iu with “O. X , Colonel, how 
arc you?” The gentlemen conversed for 
over half an hour, during which Mr. Stew¬ 
ard said : “Give my regards to everybody; 
I'm having a spleudii^ time.” A greater 
length of land wire, with one exception, 
when San Francisco aud Boston were con¬ 
nected to ascertain the moan difference in 
time, has never been secured, aud though 
the difference was so unusually great there 
was no perceptible space of time consumed 
in the passage of the subtle curreut. The 
messages were not relayed or repeated, but 
passed direct from one end of the circuit to 
the other .—Trenton Opinion.

Go from 
the academy to the printing office, or to 
the artizan’s bench, or, if you please, to 
the farm—for, to be sure, true farming is a 
trade, and a good one at that.

sure foundation, and after that branch oft 
into whatever profession you please. 

You have heard, perhaps, of the clerk 
who had faithfully served Stephen Girard 
from boyhood to manhood. Ou the twen¬ 
ty-first anniversary of his birthday he went 
to his master aud told him his time was up, 
and he certainly expected important promo¬ 
tion in the merchant’s service.

GERMAN MERCHANTS. 

Mr. Joseph Medill, iu one of his foreign 
letters, says a failure among German mer¬ 
chants, especially retail dealers, is a rare 
occurrence. The reasous are, as before 
stated, an almost total absence of the spec¬ 
ulative, reckless, gambling spirit which ac¬ 
tuates American business men, as is shown 
iu purchasing comparatively little ou cred¬ 
it, selling goods for cash, and hence avoid¬ 
ance of debts aud many unnecessary losses, 
[aud, lately, close personal attention to 
business, strictest economy in expense, 
aud a style of family living and expendi¬ 
ture in exact consonance with their net 
profits aud income. The German merchant 
borrows much less than the American from 
banks in proportion to the extent of the 
stock of goods he carries, because he pms 
a larger per cent, of his own capital iu the 
business, aod sells comparatively little on 
credit; hence he has little interest to pay. 
His standing is, either to have the goods 
on his shelves or in his pocket iu the shape 
of mouey. Fires are so rare in Germany, 
ou account of the careful mauner in which 
housas are constructed and stares are 
watched, that insurance is merely nominal, 
aud a merchant is rarely burned out or dis¬ 
turbed by fires. Insurance companies in 
Germany make it a rule not to pay oyer 
two-thirds or three-fourths of the value 
of the property consumed—the object be¬ 
ing to secure the utmost care and vigilance 
ou the part of the insured, and to prevent 
aud repress all tendency to incendiary 
Area. The limited liability is a stipulation 
iu the policies. I t works well. 

More Women than Men.— There are 
900,000 more women than men in Great 
Britain. Many of these superfluous ladies 
are gentlewomen, to whom marriage is an 
; impossibility. To provide for these au ex- 
1 periment is in progress. Ludies are tak- 
I ing servants’ places, with a strong person 
attending for a few hours daily to do the 
roughest of the work, and they are acting 
as cook, kitchen-maid, dairv-maid, ladies 
maid aud upper house maid with perlect 
success. They are said to require far less 
waiting upon than ordinary servants, hav- 
1 iu" uolhiug whatever done for them except 
1 their floors scoured and grates cleansed.

Several instances of quick telegraphing 
have been brought under our notice of late, 
but the following shows the perfection to 
which the cable telegraph service has been 
brought. A message was sent from New 
York to London, aud in thirty minutes, ac¬ 
tual time, the answer was received in New 
York. Another dispatch was sent to Lon¬ 
don, to which a reply was received in thir¬ 
ty-five minutes, actual time. In neither of 
these instances was any special effort made 
to hurry the answers, but the party address¬ 
ed sent the reply to the London office by 
the messenger delivering the original mes¬ 
sage. To fully appreciate this wonderful 
achievement, we must consider that the dis¬ 
tance from New York to the cable station at 
Heart’s Content, N. F., is 1300 miles, that of 
the cable about 2000 miles, and of the land 
lines and cable from Valentia to London 
about 300 more. Each message, there¬ 
fore, was transmitted about 3600 miles, and 
passed through the hand? of eighteen per¬ 
sons, all told; consequently, the message 
aid reply, in each case, passed the hands 
of thirty-six persons and traveled 7000 
miles in thirty to thirty-live minutes.— Tel¬ 
egraphic Journal.

Cultivation of Smilax.— Mr. J. Vick, 
than whom there is no better authority, as 
a florist, gives the followiug directions for 
the household culture of this plant, now so 
much used iu floral decorations, or twining 
iu the hair and trimming party dressess: 
With little care it can be grown successful¬ 
ly as a house plant. The seeds should be 
sown in a box or in pots iu the house, and 
should be kept moist till the young plants 
appear'. The seeds being rather slow to 
germinate, you must not think it bad if P' 
does uot make its appearance in two 
weeks. The young plants should bh pot 
ted off in three inch pots as soon they 
are three or four inches high. Once 
a year the bulbs should be allowed to dry 
off and rest. They will start into growth 
again in about six weeks. The vine does 
not require the full sun, but It will grow 
well in a partially shaded situation, 
can be trained on a small thread across the 
window or around pictures. It is a climb 
ing vine; aud will attach itself to a strin 
in just the right condition to use for 
wreaths, etc., or when required for lighter 
work, the branches which become entan¬ 
gled can be separated.

IRE BRAUN. 

For some years past, physiologists have 
known that certain parts of the brain have 
certain special functions; that they govern 
and affect certain parts of the body and no 
other. This knowledge was arrived at by 
the liviug brain, or by observations of the 
brain in a state of disease. There was some 
truth in phrenology, after all; only modern 
research has shown that phrenologists 
were wrong in mapping out the bruin. 
Foremost among the newly discovered 
facts is that the left side of the body is gov¬ 
erned by the right side of the brain, and 
vice versa; and this discovery was made by- 
observing that palsy of either side of the 
body is accompanied by disease of the op¬ 
posite side of the brain. One part of the 
brain governs motion, another sensation, 
anothar the operations of the intellect. The 
function of the cerebellum has long been 
an obscure question in physiology; that 
part of the brain is now found to be the 
great centre for the movements of the 
muscles of the eye-ball. In the disease de¬ 
scribed as aphasia, the person affected 
loses the power of expressing his thoughts 
in words, either spoken or written. He re¬ 
mains intelligent, can comprehend what is 
going on, has no paralysis of the organs of 
speech, but is utterly at a loss to find words, 
and in some cases to tell his name. In 
such cases, as now ascertained, there is al¬ 
ways palsy of the front part of the left side 
of the brain. An exposition of these re¬ 
markable facts was given at a meeting by 
Professor Rutherford, who stated that 
many of the discoveries had beeu made by 
Professor Ferrier, of King’s College. He 
having examined the experiments of for¬ 
eign physiologists, has confirmed and ex¬ 
tended them by an improved mode of inves¬ 
tigation, and now his researches open a field 
of inquiry so important that therefrom we 
may expect a new impulse for the science of 
physiology. 

PRESENCE OF MIND. 

Professor Wilder, of Cornell University, 
gives these short rales for action in case of 
accident: I 

For dust in the eyes, avoid rubbing, dash 
water into them; remove cinders, etc., 
with the round point of a lead pencil. Re¬ 
move insects from the ear by tepid water; 
never put a hard instrument iuto the ear. 
If an artery is cut, compress above tbe 
wound; if a vein is cut, compress below. If 
choked, get upou all fours, and cough. For 
light bums, dip the part iu cold water: if 
the skiu is destroyed, cover with varnish. 
Smother a fire with carpets, etc.; water will 
often spread burning oil, and increase the 
danger. Before passing through smoke, 
take a full breath, and then stoop low, hut 
if carbon is su>pected, walk erect. Suck 
poison wounds, unless your mouth is sore. 
Enlarge the wound, or, better, cut out the 
part withou’. delay. Hold the wounded 
part as long as cau be borne to a hot coal 
or end of a cigar. In case of poisoning, 
excite vomiting by tickling the throat, or 
by water and mustard. For acid poisons, 
give acids; in case of opium poisoning, 
give strong coffee and keep mov¬ 
ing. If in water, flftat on the back, with 
the nose and mouth projecting. For apo¬ 
plexy, raise the head and body; for faint¬ 
ing, lay the person flat.

Every man aud every woman have 
their assignment in the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of daily life. We are in the world 
to make the world better; to lift it up to 
higher levels of enjoyment and progress, to 
make its hearts and homes bl ighter aud hap¬ 
pier by devoting to our fellows our best 
thoughts, activities, and influences. It’s the 
motto of every true heart and the genius of 
every noble life, that “no man liveth to 
himself’—lives chiefly for his own selfish 
good. It is a law of our intellectual and 
moral being that we promote our own hap- 
piuess iu the exact proportion we contrib¬ 
ute to the comfort and enjoyment of others. 
Nothing worthy of the name of happiness 
is possible in the experience of those who 
live only for themselves, all oblivious of 
tbe welfare of their fellows. 

Warning to Young Men.— A recently 
made benedict writes the following con¬ 
cerning his young wife’s habits: If there 
was a bedroom a mile long and her entire 
wardrobe could be packed in a baudbox, 
still you’d find portions of that wardrobe 
scattered along the whole mile of a dress- 
iog-room. She’s a nice thing to look at 
when put together, but this wonderful 
creature is evolved from a chaos intermi¬ 
nable of pins, ribbons, rags, powder, 
thread, brushes, combs, and laces. If there 
were seven thousand drawers in your room, 
and you asked but for one to be kept sa¬ 
cred aud inviolate for your own private 
use, that particular one would be full of 
hair-pins, ribbons and soiled cuffs. Some 
provision, some protection in this matter, 
should be inserted in the marriage service.

THE MINUTENESS OF ATOMS. 

Goldbeaters, by hammering, can reduce 
gold to leaves so thin, that 282,000 must be 
laid upon each other to produce the thick¬ 
ness of an inch; yet these leaves are per¬ 
fect, or without holes, so that one of them 
laid upon any surface, as in gilding, gives 
the appearance of solid gold. They are so 
thin, that if formed into a boob, 1,500 
would only occupy the space of a single 
leaf of common paper; and an octavo vol¬ 
ume of an inch thick would have as 
many pages as the books of a well-stocked 
ordinary library, of 1,500 volumes, with four 
huudred pages in each. Still thinner than 
this is the coating of gold on the silver 
wire of what is called gold lace; and we are 
not sure that such coating is of only ODe 
atom thick. Platinum aud silver can be 
drawn into the wire much finer than human 
hair. A grain of blue vitriol, or carmine, 
will tinge a gallon of water, so that in ev¬ 
ery drop the color may be perceiyed. In 
the milt of codfish, or in water which cer¬ 
tain vegetables have been infused, the mi- 
scroscope discovers animalcules of which 
many thousands together do not equal in 
bulk a grain of sand; and yet nature, with 
a singular prodigality, has supplied many of 
these with organs as complex as those of a 
whale or elephant; and the bodies consist 
of the same substances, or ultimate atoms, 
as that of man himsilf. In a single pound 
of such matter there are more living -“a- 
tures than of human being on the face 
of this globe. What a scene has the mi¬ 
croscope opened to the admiration of the 
philosophic inquirer ! Water, mercury, 
sulphur, or in general any substance when 
sufficiently heated, rises as vapor or gas; 
that is, it is reduced to the aeriform state. 
Great heat, therefore, would cause the 
whole of the material universe to disappear 
and the most solid bodies to become quite 
as invisible and impalpable as the air we 
breathe. For we have contemplated au an¬ 
nihilation of the world more complete than 
this.

Cleaning Gilt Articles.— Gilt metalic 
articles may be cleaned by . rubbing them 
very gently with a soft sponge or brush dip¬ 
ped in a solution of one-half an ounce of 
potash, or odg ouucc of soda, or still bettei 
of oue-half an ounce of boax in a pound of 
water anti drying with a soft linen rag. 
Their lustre may be improved iu special 
esses by warming them siigtly and then 
rubbing them very gcDtly. Gilt frames, 
etc., should only be washed with pure wa¬ 
ter, mbbing very gently with a soft sponge 
or brush.
